All hospital facilities are maintained and financed by the Afghen Goverment. 
There are no hospitals for private paying patients at oll. Everything is run 
by the goverment ant is free. We lack woney, however, ané cur hospitals 
are therefore not well equipped. We also lack trained indigenous personnel. 
It is only recently that ween entered nurcing. The prise ainister set the 
exemple by sending three of his daughters tc mireing sohcol. {here are no 
mévives, ani infant wortelity, especially in the villages, is immanse. 
Revertheless, our people ere the strongest and healtiiest in the Bast.

Bdéucation is free, but net complsory. very child up tc the age of 1 
may receive education in government schools and at government use. 
Certain schools provide boarding arrangempunts. till, there ig cniy 5% 
literacy in Afghanistan.

. eGueation. Then they must wor: for the government fcr a certain period 


after gruduating. Ybe following foreign schools are functioning in kabul:

4. Gerwan echool. 1500 students. About 50 teachers, nost of whom are 
Austrian, plue some Cexmans. 


Maployees cf all these schools ex paid by the Afghan Goverment. Instruc- 
tion is given in the Persian language until completion cf the sixth grade, 
after which teaching in forefyn lengueges 1s begun at the schools listed 
above. The English language is now the most popular, but formerly French 
ani German vere. 


Beys and girls are educated separately. In the cities children go to 
echool mich amore regularly than in the villages. \wKhen we educate our 
people we can then contro] the nasser better and reduce their brutality. 


Jeonocy 


We ere building a hyéro-electric schere (the second-biggest in the whole 
world) which will start functioning within nine monthe (by November 1953). 
This is being supervised by the US firm of Morrisen, Keudsen Co. As @ 
result of this project, begun seven years ago, ve will water two miilios 
a@ditional acres of land and distribution cof this land will be limited te 

16 acres per person, with noqportumity for any one person to acquire more 
than that amount. This project will alse be belpful to the textile induetry. 


Afghanistan produces three-fourths of the world's kareiml. We had Uf 
$30,000,000 worth of production of this wool Inet year (1952). Industry is 

absalutely frees in Afghanistan and is not subject to goverment —— 
within the country.
